Extensive research has been 
conducted from time to time into 
methodology for funding park site 
acquisition and improvement, 
One of the methods, adopted in 
1961, was the addition of tencents 
to the tax rate to accumulate 
needed funds. 


This method, while a good one, 
has not proven wholly satisfac- 
tory because the cost of land 
and cost of improvements has 
escalated so rapidly, It is ap- 
Parent at this point that by de- 
voting the ten cents to the tax 
rate to payment of principal and 
interest on General Obligation 
Bonds, the citizens of Upland 
could make much more efficient 
use of those monies, acquire park 
sites and cause construction of 
facilities at today’s prices and 
thus enhance park and recreation 
aspects of our city at NO AD- 
DITIONAL COST TO THE TAX- 
PAYERS, 


It is computed that the cur- 
rent ten cent tax levy would 
fund General Obligation Bonds 
in the amount of $650,000, for a 
period not to exceed twenty-five 
years,

The club was founded in 1958 
and moved to the 2-1/2 acre 
site in 1966, The site and build- 
ing were purchased for $28,000 
and the club pays $300 a month 
for it,

Upland School District Board 
has decided to postpone the hir- 
ing of a new superintendent to 
replace Vern Orum, who was 
reassigned, until next year, 

The move is to show ‘‘good 
faith’’ in cutting the disirict 
budget. A citizens committee has 
Studied the financial crisis inthe 
district for six weeks asked cuts 
be made in view of a tax over- 
ride asking 75 cent increase of 
the voters, 

Bill Rugg, chairman of the 
board until a successor is named, 
said, “We as aboard are working 
hard to make cuts and we wantto 
be specific about what they will 
be,”’ 
James Smith, an assistant su- 
perintendent with the district, 
has been acting superintendent 
until the board decides what to 
do, Orum has been retained by 
the district as a consuizant to 
the board with a salary of $24,- 
654, 


Letters from the Upland Edu- 
cators Association and the Up- 
land Principals Association urged 
the adoption of the proposal not 
to hire a new superintendent this 
year, 

“Knowing the financial siru- 
ation facing the Upland Schools, 
the Upland Raucetons Association 
would like you to know we are 
receptive to the idea of conrinu- 
ing through the 1970-71 school 
year with an acting superinten- 
dent,’” said the letter from UEA 
president Frank M, Migaiole, 

“After much deliberation of 
the financial plight of our dis~ 
trict, the Upland Principals As- 
sociation unanimously recom- 
mends that the position of su- 
perintendent remain vacant dur- 
ing the 70-71 school year and 
that the board appoint an acting 
Superintendent,”’ Robert 0, 
Clarke, secretary of the Princi- 
pals Association, said in his 
letter, 


Upland’s first high rise pro- 
ject may not get off the ground 
if the residents in the proposed 
area have their way, At a stand- 
ing room Only council meeting 
Monday night, Alex Tobin, own- 
er of,the property, fielded ques- 
tions about the project from a 
sometimes hostile group of resi- 
dents in the Golden Rain Street 
area, which is directly behind 
the proposed project, 

Tobin proposes a six story 
high rise on the Foothill Boule- 
vard portion of his property abut- 
ing Mulberry Avenue, Residents 
want no part of it and some 50 
residents present at the meeting 
made that clear, Their protests 
were backed up by a petition 
Signed by 139 other residents, 

Both Tobin's project and the 
Golden Rain residents have hada 
long hassle over their respec- 
tive properties, 

Tobin has been trying to de- 
velop his land for some time, itis 
now zoned C-P which means he 
can put in commercial profes- 
sional buildings, He has made a 
study and says the only economi- 
cally feasible way he can get beat 
use of the land is to have it re- 
zoned to C-4 or Highway com- 
mercial and erect a six story 
building, 

Tobin claims that the 60,000 
Sq. ft. building will be on three 
levels and is 78 ft, from the 
ground level, He says the land 
comprising his property drops to 
\4 ft. and the building from the 
residential area will look only 
three stories high. 

He brought the proposal to the 
council after obtaining Plannin 
Commission approval and wit 
a unilateral agreement with the 
city which was drawn up by Don 
Maroney, city attorney, 

The residents point out that 
when they bought their houses, 
the property that Tobin owns was 
zoned R-3 or for multiple hous- 
ing, They report that in 1964 it 
was rezoned to C-P as a com- 
promise move and that they ex- 
pect it to stay at that zoning in 
order to protect their property 
values, 

In their presentation, they point 
out that*the Planning Consultant 
for the city, Simon Eisner, was 
also opposed to the re-zoning of 
the property, The citizens also 
objected to the increased traf- 
fic, drainage problems, and the 
degrading of their property 
values, 

Tobin said his project would 
bring in $23 or $35 thousand ad- 
ditional tax money to the city, 
that his building would not bring 
in any people who needed city 
services, it would be a quiet op- 
eration and would cause no prob- 
lems,

Our Man In Washington

WASHINGTON -- Regardless of whether Supreme Court Justice William 
oO. 8 is guilty of any wrong-doing or impropriety, the American people 
have right to see that the impeachment motion against him is given 


serious consideration, 


More than 100 congressmen signed a resolution calling for an investigation 
of the judge’s actions and they represent millions of Americans, Yet, the 
prevailing opinion here is that the matter will be swept under the congres - 
sional rug, 


Many lberals in Congress would have you believe that the impeachment 
move is merely a spite action by conservatives in retaliation for the Senate’s 
rejection of two southern judges to the Supreme Court, 


But in reality, the impeachment movement against Douglas was building 
long before most of the American public ever heard of Judge Clement 
Haynesworth or G, Harrold Carswell -- men who were turned down on 
allegations of “judicial impropriety’ and ‘insensitivity’ to judicial ethics, 
In my own opinion both were rejected, pure and simple, because they were 
southerners and conservative, 


THERE IS a double standard being applied by the liberals, and the whole 
issue involving Justice a is being clouded by the news media, The 
impeachment questions really boil down to: has the justice been guilty of 
impropriety and insensitivity, and has he expressed opinions counter to the 
laws he has sworn to uphold?

Under the law, supreme court justices may not pratice law on the side, 
The question is simple; did he or did he not pratice law in the giving of this 
legal advice, if in fact, he gave such advice? 


Justice las did in fact take part in a Supreme Court decision involving 
publisher Ral oe in whose magazines ee had published articles, 
Again the question is simple; After hav received pay from Ginsberg for 
an article, did it constitute “insensitivity” to judicial ethics on Douglas’ 
part when he voted in favor of Ginsberg? 


ANOTHER CHARGE in the impeachment matter is whether Justice las, 
in his book, ‘‘Points of Rebellion,” expressed opinions contrary to the law, 
Some say he does, in the book, justify violence and revolution against a repres- 
sive government, Again, the question is simple; did he in fact espouse vio - 
lence and revolution? 


Under the law, a member of the high court cannot advocate violence and 
revolution for social or any other change and continue to sit on that court, 
Under the law, any wrongs by a repressive government are to be righted 
by peaceful means -- through the courts, Those who act otherwise must be 
dealt with by the court, of which Justice Douglas is a member, 


These are the charges against Douglas and to which Americans deserve 
an answer -- not the hazy allegations of “‘soft on criminals,”’ whether one 
personally agrees or disagrees with opinions, or whether the justice has been 
unduly critical of some congressmen, 


The impeachment movement was spurred by Minority Leader Gerald Ford, 
Because the House Judicial Committee in 1933 killed a similar impeachment 
move against Dougles, Ford wanted the investigation portion handled this time 
by the House Rules Committee, 


THE RULES Committee did, in fact, receive the resolution, signed by 105 
Congressmen, and so far has taken no action, Meanwhile, the Judiciary 
Committee received the actual impeachment resalutian,

Many of the college students and others who have been raising hell on 
campuses across the country have justified their actions on the grounds that 
they have a right to demand changes in the educational system, 


But as is the case with any group of zealots, these self-appointed critics 
of colleges and universities have shown a disregard for the rights of others, 


Included among the victims of this anarchy is a large number of under- 
graduate and graduate students who are being deprived of their right to an 
education, We have heard about some students who initially sympathized 
with some of the criticism being hurled at college and university administra- 
tions and other examples of ‘“‘the establishment,’’ But the increasing use 
of violence by a minority of students and rabble-rousers has shaken up a lot 
of students whe are on Campus for one reason: to get an education, 


Among the campuses affected by the violent protests is Cal Poly in Pomona, 
Gov, Ronald Reagan's decision to close the state colleges forced Cal Poly 
to cancel its 28th annual Poly Vue open house, which was to have been held 
May 8 and 9, 


While some Cal Poly students criticized Reagan's action, others at the 
college believed that the governor had no choice, The campus paper, “‘The 
Poly Post,’’ commented in an editorial: ‘‘Although a fantastic amount of 
time and planning for the event (Poly Vue) was wasted, the perpetration of 
the event would Lave only invited what trouble, no matter how small, was 
quelled by the suspension of classes and the closing of campuses, Cal Poly’s 
open invitation to the public would have Summarily evolved into an open 
invitation to trouble,”’

A celebration of the 75th An- 
niversary of the Westminster 
United Presbyterian Church in

Stood on the southwest corner of 
BE and Euclid Avenue, where a 
branch of the First National Bank 
now stands, This property was 
bought for the church in March 
1895, The first unit was built 
on the front of the lot, and later 
became known as the Sunday 
chool Room, In 1902, the sanc- 
tuary, seari 260 was built on 
the original room, and extended 
to the back of the lot along E 
treet, 

rhe name, Westminster Pres- 
byte~ian Church, was chosen on 
April 22, 1895, The original 
membership was 58 persons, The 
Rev, H. H, MacLeod was in- 
stalled as the first pastor in 
March 1896, 

The present building of the 
Westminster United Presby- 
terlan Church is located on the 
corner of G and Sultana Avenue, 

rhe buildings at the new loca- 
tion were started during the pas- 
torate of the Rev, C, Eugene 
Barnard who with his wife, is 
presently serving in Japan, Rev, 
Barnard was installed in 1945, 
The “Fellowship Hall’’ was the 
first unit to be built, This was 
followed by classrooms, a Cha- 
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pel, the sanctuary and in 1967 
an additional educational unit,

ENVIRONMENTAL PROMISE

The use of nuclear power to generate clectricity is being 
accepted and growing throughout the world, But nuclear 
power reactors also have many other possible uses. They could 
for example desalt wawater on a much larger scale than ever 
before. They could also provide process heat for industry and 
space heat for large buildings. And there are some even more 
dramatic powuble uses 

Many scientists and engineers are con 
sidering the prospects of building some 
day mult)-purpose nuclear complexes that 
could produce great armounts of food and 
water and industrial products in addition 
10 electricity, These centers would be 
located on barren coastal regions, and the 
heat from the power reactors would 
desalt great amounts of seawater as well 
as generate electricity. The water and 

Dr. Seaborg power could support industrial activities 
wich as the production of fertilizer, and 

the water and fertilizer, scientifically applied, could turn the 
surrounding desert into productive farmland, One such com 


plex could support the farming of enough high-yield grain to 


feed millions of persons. In addition it could provide chemicals 


and industrial products, create new jobs, and in general, bring 


people and economic opportunity into a previously undevel 
oped area 

With only a little imagination we can look further into the 
future and envision great nuclear powered centers that might 


handle the processing and manufacturing for a large part of a 
nation, We have termed such a center a “Nuplex”— short for 
Nuclear-powered agro-industrial complex, The Nuplex would 
consist of a variety of highly automated industrial plants 
clustered around large power reactors, all interconnected by an 
underground maze of arteries, pipelines, and conveyor beits 
Scrap from the outside world would stream into the Nuplex to 
be broken down and separated into essentially new raw 


materials, These would be routed to other plants to bes 


manufactured into new products for society. If the Nuplex 
were located on a seacoast, it might also extract from the sea 
and process such elements as magnesium, silver, gold and 
uranium 

Relatively few men would be needed to keep a Nuplex 
operating, and it could be located far from cities it supports 
Nuplexes, in fact, could pull most manufacturing and indus 
trial activities out of our cities could then become

Cornell University re - 
searchers have discov- 
ered that high tempera- 
ture in the area of plant 
roots may be the primary 
cause of death of many 


heat ~~ sensitive agricul- 
tural crops, 
Professor Peter L, 


Steponkus, plant physiol- 
ogiat at the New York 
State College of Agricul 
ture, Cornell, said that 
high soil temperature af- 
fecting the roots sets off 
a chain of biochemical 
events in the plant caus- 
ing it to die, 

‘As long aa soll temp- 
erature is kept relative- 
ly cool, the plant can aur 
vive crop ~ killing heat 
above ground,"’ Profes- 
sor Steponkus sald, In 
explaining the cause of 
plant death as a result 
of heat, he said that heat 
has a detrimental effect 
on the ability of the root 
system to manufacture a 
group of chemicals called 
cytokinia, These chemli~ 
cals are vital to plant 
growth, 


On the other hand, he 
added, when the root 
temperature is maintain- 
ed at 65 degrees while 
the plant above the ground 
is aubjected to the 104 
degree heat, the plant 
shows no ill effects, 

The finding may have 
important commercial 
applications in crop pro- 
duction in the tropics and 
in desert areas, 


The reserach was sup- 
ported by the National 
Science Foundation, and 
is being conducted as part 
of the Sncernational Blo - 
logical Program, 

A team of University 
of Notre Dame biologi - 
sta may have pointed the 
way to a revolutionary 
new control of Insect pop- 
ulations, 


Dr. Morton S, Fuchs 
and his colleagues have 
isolated a compound 
which reduces by at least 
50 percent the number of 
cane a female mosquito 
will lay, A purified con- 
centrated dose of the sub- 
stance, they believe, will 
inhibit A laying almoat 
completely, 


The egg ~ inhibiting 
compound was a spin- 
off from basic research 
into the general chemis- 
try of mating and repro- 
duction in mosquitoes, 


The faithful female mo- 
squito will mate only once 
in her life, the biolog - 
iats explained, and soon 
afterwards deposits a 
large mound of eggs - 
far larger than she has 
ever deposited before 
mating, 


The key to her fidelity 
appears to be a complex 
protein called matrone, 
It is found in the seem 
It is found in the semen 
of male mosquitos, and 
the Notre Dame group 
demonstrated conclus - 
ively that females injec- 
ted with matrone 9 
to mate and never lay 
harchable egga, 

However, matrone will 
not be an immediate can- 
didate for effective mos - 
quito control, The deli-

Eating dinner one night 
in the campus cafeteria, 
Mary Jane pondered her 
work problems, 

Primarily, it wae a 
matter of getting oper- 
ators to work late night

She noticed, as she ate
